Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  to  the  ".lest  Penwith  Rural 
District  Council  for  the  year,  1947 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

In  submitting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  for  1947,  it  is  proper  to  comment  on 
certain  facts. 

In  a  rural  area  such  as  this,  it  is  obvious  that  envir omental 
matters  such  as  water  supplies,  and  sewerage,  together  with  housing 
of  rural  'workers  must  continue  to  occupy  a  very  prominent  place  in  the 
Council's  activities,  though  in  future  due  to  the  operation  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  the  purely  personal  services  therein 
proposed  must  be  made  available  to  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  area. 
Actually  this  will  be  one  of  the  most  difficult  matters  to  arrange 
as  to  start  with  at  all  events,  it  will  bo  impossible  to  bring  the 
clinic  services  to  the  people  (  except  at  Hayle)  and  therefore 
arrangements  must  be  made  to  bring  the  people  to  the  clinics. 

Comment  is  made  in  the  text  regarding  the  question  of  water 
supplies,  but  here  it  is  pertinent  to  mention  that  if  'water  is  brought 
into  a  house  it  has  to  be  got  away  again,  though  it  is  very  much 
easier  to  get  it  out  than  to  get  it  in. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  thank  the  members  of  this  Council 
for  their  interest;  I  must  also  gratefully  acknowledge  the  assistance 
and  help  I  have  received  from  my  staff  who  at  all  times  have  given  most 
loyo.l  service.

(b)  Drought  Although  the  three  months  drought  had  a  serious  or 
crave  effect  on  the  water  supplies  in  the  country  Generally,  its  effect 
on  areas  which  rely  only  on  shallow  wells  or  rain  water  has  been  disas¬ 
trous  and  nothing  exemplifies  more  the  need  for  a  major  supply. 


(c)  Cornwall  Water  Survey  The  report  of  the  County  Council  consul¬ 
tants,  Messrs.  Binnie,  Deacon,  and  Gourlcjr  was  issued  during  the  year. 
For  the  Council’s  area,  it  suggests  the  Drift  supply  from  the  Penzance 
water  words  for  the  western  part  of  the  district,  and  also  for  Marazion, 
Ludgvan  and  Hoyle.  St.  Ives  Borough  would  supply  the  parishes  of 
Towcdnack  and  Zomior  and  the  rest  of  the  district  'would  be  supplied  from 
the  Wheal  Vor  adit  by  the  He  1st  on  Water  Co.  The  parishes  of  G.inoai- 
Gwithian  to  be  supplied  temporarily  by  the  Camborne  Water  Co. 


This  latter  has  boon  under  consideration  for  a  long  time,  the 
price  has  in  the  meantime  doubled,  but  no  water  Iras  eventuated,  the  only 
communal  supply  being  the  deep  well  at  Wall  and  a  shallow  well  at  Gwinoar. 
It  is  a  tragedy,  therefore,  that  the  present  economic  situation  may  defer 
the  beginning  of  o.ny  of  the  large  schemes  for  an  indefinite  period. 

(d)  The  following  table  givc-s  the  position  in  each  parish.  It  will 
be  understood,  however,  that  some  parishes  have  more  than  one  hamlet  and 
there  may  be  more  than  one  type  of  supply  to  each  parish.  Tho  following 
letters  indicate  the  type  of  supply/.

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1.  (a)  Standard  of  fitness  of  untreated  water  supplies  within  the  area 
has  not  been  found  to  be  satisfactory  with  the  exceptions  of  Trythal  Vean 
supply  to  Hadron  and  Ludgvan  Churchtown  spring  supply. 


(b)  Council  Maisonettes  at  Sermon  Cove  (former  R.A.F.  Camp)  supply 
taken  over  but  the  quality  of  the  water  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

(c)  Drift  village  has  been  connected  to  main  supply  from  Penzance 
of  filtered  and  chlorinated  'water  taken  by  meter. 

(d)  Ludyvan -Churchtown  provided  with  standpipe  supply  from  a  spring 
during  the  year, 

(c)  St.  Erth  -  The  scheme  prepared  in  1945  for  supplying  the  village 
with  treated  water  from  Hollanear  has  not  yet  materialised. 

(f)  Gwinear-Gwithian.  A  scheme  -prepared  in  1945  for  watering  this 
area  from  Camborne  Hater  Co.  has  not  yet  come  into  being. 

In  addition,  the  following  areas  were  given  special  consideration 


(a)  Madron.  .  Following,  the  decision  to  erect  54  houses,  it  was 
necessary  to  take  steps  to  augment  the  existing  supply  which  is  even 
now  inadequate  to  give  a  supply  to  all  the  houses,  most  of  the  village 
still  being  dependent  on  a  standpipe  supply.

Crowlas^  Canonstown  and  St. Erth. 


The  suggested  source  of  supply 
is  from  an  adit,  the  result  of  old  mine  workings .  Gaugings  covering 
periods  of  drought  and  of  heavy  rain  are  being  taken,  and  so  far  it 
seems  that  the  minimum  yield  will  be  slightly  less  than  60,000  g.p.a. 

The  area  it  is  proposed  to  supply,  however,  will  take  at  least  this. 


Indust rial  demands 


A  major  difficulty  for  the  Rural  District's  area  is  the  demand  by 
industrial  concerns  for  water  from  the  Council’s  supplies.  This  applies 
particularly  to  Hayle ,  but  also  to  St.  Erth,  and  Haras ion.  The  case  of 
Hayle  is  especially  important  in  view  of  the  number  of  high  priority 
plants  there  and  of  the  size  of  the  demands  actual  and  potential  which 
at  present  equal  the  total  domestic  consumption.  Together  these  demands 
will  be  considerably  in  excess  of  the  possible  supply.  A  siedlar  problem 
occurs  at  the  other  two  places  mentioned.  It  is  obvious,  therefore, 
that  if  domestic  consumers  are  to  be  given  first  consideration,  it  may 
be  necessary  in  drought  periods  to  cut  off  these  industrial  users.  Such 
a  position  cannot  but  bo  unsatisfactory.

2.  SETHttGH 

No  devcl oilmen t s  occurred  in  any  major  schemes,  though  consideration 
-.'/as  riven  to  the  plant  for  the  parish  of  St.  Buryan  while  the  problem 
at  Sermon  Gove  was  investigated,  but  here  it  is  so  difficult  and  will 
involve  such  a  major  engineering  project  that  of  necessity  it  must  be 
deferred  for  some  time.  A  serious  development  occurred  at  the  village 
of  Long  Rock  where  the  sea  outfall  was  broken  by  heavy  seas.  Owing  to  the 
damage  it  was  necessary  to  retain  the  service  of  a  consultant  engineer 
to  advise  as  to  future  action.  He  recommended  that  a  treatment  plant 
be  constructed  at  a  cost  of  approximately  £11,000  but  it  is  possible 
that  arrangements  may  be  mc.de  eventually  to  pump  the  sewage  to  the  Pen¬ 
zance  outfall  at  Ghyandour.  Repairs  were  also  made  to  the  sewer  at 
Porthcurno  after  a  series  of  blockages. 

It  is  necessary,  however,  to  draw  attention  to  the  discharge  of 
crude  sewage  from  Hayle  and  kiarazion  particularly  as  this  cannot  but  be 
unsatisfactory  from  a  public  health  point  of  view.  In  the  case  of  the 
former,  the  discharge  of  a  large  portion  is  intc  a  dock  while  there  are 
six  outfalls  at  Harazion  discharging  on  to  the  beaches  at  this  very 
popular  seaside  place. 


3.  HOUSING 


Some  progress  was  made  as  evidenced  by  the  building  of  houses  in 
the  following  areas,  but  at  present  the  construction  of  new  houses  is 
for  agricultural  workers  only.  The  result  is  that  at  Hayle  the  position 
is  so  bad  that  at  least  100  houses  are  needed  as  such  a  large  number 
a.re  either  entirely  unfit  for  habitation  or  seriously  sub-standard. 

This  t own  is  deserving  of  special  consideration  since  with  its 
industries  of  high  piriority  there  is  also  a  number  of  key  workers  who 
need  houses  urgently. 


In  general,  it  is  felt  that  if  the  Housing  of  Rural  Workers  Act 
was  revived,  it  would  result  in  bringing  a  number  of  sub-standard 
houses  up  to  present  day  standards. 

The  Council  completed  10  new  houses  during  the  year  and  converted 
a.  former  R.A.F.  Camp  at  Sennen  into  10  separate  dwellings. 

13  traditional  type  houses  were  completed  by  private  enterprise 
and  S  converted. 

4.  INFECTIOUS  DISH- PE 

In  general,  there  was  a  diminished  incidence  with  the  exception 
of  the  disease  mentioned  below. 

Poliomyelitis  Although  this  is  the  official  name,  it  is  a  much  more 
accurate  one  than  infantile  paralysis  which  is  certainly  a  misnomer 
when  it  affects  adults.  Three  definite  cases  occurred,  one  of  which 
proved  rapidly  fatal,  all  these  cases  were  in  non-residents.  In 
addition,  one  patient  who  was  a  local  inhabitant  was  sent  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital  on  suspicion,  but  the  provisional  diagnosis  was  not 
confirmed. 

Diphtheria  immunisation  was  proceeded  with  energetically,  routine 
sessions  being  held  at  Hayle  which  should  have  been  better  attended, 
while  sessions  were  held  at  St.  Buryan  (  including  Sennen),  I.iarazion 
and  Cro  .'las.  A  number  of  mothers  with  their  bo.bies  from  nearby  part s  of 
the  district  attended  at  the  weekly  immunisation  clinic  hold  in  Penzance.

Eventually  it  was 
agreed  that  a  scheme  to  deal  with  the  -problem  from  the  Kayle  Cause  way  to 
Rclubbus  should  be  prepared,  the  '  inis  try  of  Supply  having  agreed  to  make 
a.  contribution  of  £500  .to  the  replacement  of  the  river  bed  disturbed  as  the 
result  of  certain  ear  operations  at  St.  Erth.  Unfortunately,  although  as 
the  result  of  the  drought  the  river  was  lower  than  within  living  memory, 
for  various  reasons  the  cleaning  operation  lad  not  been  commenced  by  the 
end  of  the  year. 


(b)  Two  proposed  burial  grounds  at  llorvah  and  St.  Levan  were  visited 
and  the  arrangements  approved  from  the  general  public  health  aspect.

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6.  NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE  ACT 


During  the  year  the  County  Council’s  proposals  under  the  Act 
were  considered,  and  a  summary  of  the  proposals  appears  in  the  appendix. 
It  is  important  to  note  that  this  Council  will  have  two  representatives 
on  the  Area  Committee. 


REPORT  OE  SENIOR  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 

1. _  Refuse  removal  and  disposal 

Removal  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority.  With  the 
exception  of  very  isolated  houses,  collection  is  maintained  throughout 
the  district  by  two  vehicles.  The  Council  has  established  a  new  controlled 
tip  at  G'ithian  To wans  which  is  also  utilised  by  the  St.  Ives  Corporation. 

Approximately  460  dustbins  have  been  supplied  at  cost  price  to 
inhabitants  throughout  the  district,  and  it  has  been  the  means  of  not  only 
improving  collection,  but  getting  the  people  to  store  their  refuse  in 
proper  containers.
